The majority of the delivered Soviet alrerafi, with regard to the 
restrictive stipulations of the peace greaty were stored at the 
atrfields of BOBRICH (R 53/54/K 04), TELISH (B 2/G 12), GORNA 
ORKHOVITSA (B 3/N 39) and DOLNA METROPOLIA (B 2/G 34). They 
wore parked in hangars and covered with tarpaulins, and were 
checked once a month by technical personnel. “o other person 
had ai:cess to them.
